One was that the city 
purchase the plant and franchise of the Laclede 
Company; another that, relyin on its perpetual 
charter, tne Laclede Compiny lay mains at once in 
the southern part of tne city, preparatory to 
supp ying the whole city with gas after 1890. The 
third pro osition was that the city waive its righis 
under the tripartite azreemgnt and allow the 
Laclede Company to supply the residents of the 
southern portion of the city st a thousand 
feet, ta ing its onances of litigation with the St. 
Louis Gas Licht Company on its claim to an 
exclusive charter. In event of the latter 
proposition being accepted, the company will sup- 
ply either water or gas. Mr. Keiser read tue 
questions of tne committee here ofore propounded 
to Mr. Newman of the St. Louis Company, and 
asked time in which to consider them. Tue com- 
mittee thereupon adjourned until this afierudon, 
when Mr. Keiserand the representatives of the 
Water Gas Company will be heard. 

NOT AFRAID.

gard it as dangerous to rely on such testimony, 
when it is founded ou the most direct 
and positive te-timeny.

be convicted eacu of the following facts must be 
estahlisued; First— That J. R. Waisup came to 
his death by poisou. Second--That said poison was 
adininistered to him by the defendant. Tair i—Tuat 
said son was administered by the defendant 
wilfully, knowin zly and with the intention of taking 
his life. Fourth—That saiu J. R. Waikup actualy 
died from the effects of the poison so administered 
to him. If you entertain a reasonable doubt as to 
the existence of any of those facts you will acquit 
the defendant.” 

The instructions then refer at length to the expert 
testimony. and thestandin of the wi ness d must 
be considered. It is claimed by the defendant hat 
J. R. M alkup was addicted to the use of arsenic as 
a medicine, and this is au important point to be 
considered, and if the jury Le.ieve that Mr. Waikup 
died irom poison administered oy his own hand as 
a medicine, or. wits suicidal mtent, they will find 
the defendant not guilty.

Upon my appoint- 
ment as commander of the army of the Potomac 1 
left headquarters and went to Washingtoa to con- 
fer with tue Presideat and with the Secretary of 
War. and was absent more than a month. During 
that abssuce Gen. Grant eft Galena and cams to 
my headquar ers, he afterward toid me, for the 
purpose uf asking me either for an appointment on 
my uff. or, falling ia thag, a contract to supoly 
the army with certain necessaries out of which be 
could make a tivelihood.. He remaiaed there 
seVerai days awaiting wy return, until we received 
a tel- ram from senator Yates of Iluois, request- 
ing Dim to re.urn imwediately, as ne had secured 
nim a Commission as captain of a compaay of In- 
nois soldiers. He left immediateiy without seeing 
me, and we did not meet again fur a long ime. If 
I had been at my headquarters I would have 
cheertuliy given him an appointineat oa my staff, 
and with tis well-known loyalty aud devotion to 
any one who betriended him, he wouid have ad 
hered to my foriunes and would have gone down 
with me, and tae worli would never have known 
what a great Geuerai be was.
